o£ the 'tariff law 


provides in addition to the prohibition 
against smuggling that any merchan- 
dise brought into the United .States 
"contrary to law" . shall be forfeited 
"and the offender shall be fined in any 
sum not exceeding $5000 'nor less than 
$50 or be imprisoned for any time no 
exceeding two years, or iboth." 


Some Government attorneys have 


argued that this provision is manda- 
tory and that once the Department of 
Justice institutes proceedings under it 
the court can do no other than fine or 
imprison the offender, if found guilty. 
Other authorities believe tho section 
could be read to compel only the for- 
feiture of the seized merchandise and 
that trial judges will.not consider it 
necessary to invoke other penalties.

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Dormant Americanism. 


Our alarmists who see a wave of radicalism sweeping the 


country are much more pessimistic in their fears than our radi- 
cals themselves are optimistic in their hopes. The radicals are 
aware that the great body of the people are guided by an innate 
conservatism, a dormant Americanism against which they agi- 
tate in vain. The greatest hope as well as the greatest strength 
of radicalism in this country lies in the advertising it gets— 
advertising that is out of all proportion to its importance either 
as reform or as a menace. ^ As reform^few of the programs 
that have been advanced by the radical leadership of the coun- 
try contain anything that appeals to .the imagination or interest 
of the people. Little groups foment themselves and their sur- 
roundings with talk of "the revolution," and other groups 
obtain columns and columns of publicity for their piecemeal 
plans for convert ing the country to socialism by stealth, but 
the great body of opinion remains undisturbed—stands solidly 
upon the foundation of conservatism, in which the institutions 
of the. country are rooted. Individuals can stir the popular 
imagination and lead the people into momentary error, but 
political programs fall flat which strike at our faith in the insti- 
tutions which made our country. Blind resentment against 
fancied wrongs, or a passing belief^ in a simply formulated 
issue, such as "free silver" or "greenbackism," sways us from 
our accustomed paths now and then, but such questions as 
' these have been .political ever since our country was founded, 


and they have invariably been answered as they deserved to 
be answered. There was nothing revolutionary about these 
questions that the average man could see—they involved dif- 
ferences of opinion on monetary questions, nothing more. 
Public ownership of the railroads, the mines, and bureaucracy 
in general, strike at the fundamentals; these issues affront the 


' institutions to which the man in the street has pinned his faith, 


strike at .and arouse the dormant Americanism, which is the 
solid rock upon which our country stands.

five to ten years. The idea now seems to be not to start from 
land,. and dig toward the middle from each end, as would be 
expected,, but to start from mid-channel, or from several shafts 
in. the channel, digging boffr ways until land is1 reached', dump- 
ing: the dirt in the Channel as they go. 


Engineers will settle- all such technical problems. The main 


point is that the two nations directly concerned are not giving 
up the project. They cannot be so suspicious, of each other 
and so bitter against each- other as politicians have represented 
tfiem.

fortunes. 


The tunnel plan gives an answer, too, in behalf of the two 


leading nations of Europe, t® aviation enthusiasts who have 
been insisting that all traffic soon will be carried on. in the air. 
Heavy traffic must necessarily be carried on land or in the 
•water, perhaps forever. And for short distances railroads are 
better than ships, because they save rehandling".

Now 
the man-who wishes to send money overseas is putting Amer- 
ican currency into an envelope(and; registering it. 
~ Investigation by the Commerce and Treasury Departments 
reveals that great numbers of bills of denominations from one 
dollar upwards are being mailed out of the country and, al- 
though estimates are necessarily guesswork, the lowest of 
them places the aggregate at $500,000,000 for the past twelve 
months. 


Nowadays, with many European currencies declining, the. 


American dollar is 'about the best investment that a resident-of 
Central Europe can have. It is always worth 100 cents on the 
'dollar, and- its buying power, compared with that of too many 
foreign moneys, is increasing at an astounding rate. 


And always the paper money is preferred. -Gold may be 


searched out and taxed, bat bank notes enjoy comparative im- 
munity. Moreover, in view of the fact that prices on land and, 
intfeed, on many commodities, have not kept pace with, the 
inflation ef currencies, there are innumerable opportunities for 
shrewd investment
